hospital. The ‘‘Dog and Cat 
Good Food Book’’ is Dr. 
McGinnis’ third published 
work since, receiving her 
doctor of veterinary 
medicine degree in 1971 
from UC-Davis. 

Such a guide, she felt, 
‘was necessary because of 
the misinformation and 
myths that abound, leading 
to wasteful and dangerous 
feeding practices. Current 
books on gourmet cooking 
for pets offer little accu- 
rate information on dog or 
cat nutrition, she pointed 
out, ‘Those available on 
the animal nutrition are 
often too complicated and 
boring to be useful to the 
average pet woner. Some 
are outdated and inaccu- 
rate,’ she added. 

Her own book is not a 
nutrition textbook for the 
scientist or breeder who 
wants to learn how to for- 
mulate pet foods. It is one 
which gives clear, concise, 
uncomplicated facts that 
can be used to feed dogs 
and cats economically and 
intelligently. 

It goes into nutrition 
basics, covering protein, 
carbohydrate, fat, mineral 
and vitantin requirements; 
commercial foods versus 
homemade; tasty recipes 
for dishes such as Doggie 
Delight and Cat Munchies; 
how to choose commercial 
pet foods (canned, semi- 
moist, and dry); how to 
understand nutritional 
statements and lists of in- 
gredients. There is even a 
special chapter on feeding 

e fat cat or dog, making 
formulas for orphaned 
puppies and kittens, and 
growing your own greens

Albany gets sales tax allocation 


ALBANY — Albany re- 
ceived $40,870 in the state’s 
distribution of the March 
allocation of sales and use 
tax receipts, William Ben- 
nett of the State Board of 
Equalization, announced 
today. Alameda County’s 


share of the allocation was ° 


$608,609, plus $1,274,663 al- 
located from the county 
local transportation fund. 
Some $93.7 million was 
distributed to all cities and 


$16.8 million to the coun- 
ties in sales and use tax 
receipts, plus $27.6 million 
from the one-quarter per- 
cent local sales and use 
tax for the county local 
transportation fund. 


The San Francisco Bay 
Area Rapid Transit Dis- 
trict (BART) received $4.7 
million and the Santa 
Clara County Transit Dis- 
trict (SCCT) received $4.4 


million from the additional 
one-half percent sales tax 
paid in their respective 
counties. 


The State Board of 
Equalization administers 
the six percent sales and 
use tax (6% percent in the 
BART.and SCCT. counties) 
with 434 percent going to 
the state and one and one- 
quarter percent to cities 
and counties.

ALBANY — Proposed 
downzoning of Albany's res-: 
idential areas would re- 
duce the number of poten- 
tial home construction 
sites in future years.

One of the main points of 
the book is, that unless one 
is willing to acquire the 
Knowledge and spend a 
fair amount of money, it is 
better to use commercial 

t foods and stay away 
rom a totally home pre- 
pared diet. The rile 

erson, unless he or she 

as a solid background in 

physiology and nutrition, is 
not equipped to make pet 
food at home, Dr. McGin- 
nis believes. 

If a pet owner has the 
time, money, and know- 
pane to prepare pet food 
at home as a complete 
diet, Dr. McGinnis lists in 
detail what it should con- 
tain and advises a 
vitamin-mineral supple- 
ment ‘‘since the dangers of 
a homemade diet being 
nutritionally inadequate 
are so great.” 

She also gives recipes 
for, homemade foods, most 
of which are intended 
more as supplements to a 
balanced diet of commer- 
cial pet foods. 

A frequently asked ques- 
tion concerns the wisdom 
of feeding a cat commer- 
cial dog food. “The general 
rule is do not feed cats dog 
food but vice versa is 
O.K.,’”’ she replies, and 
lists two good reasons. 

“Cats require a diet 
higher in protein than 
dogs, and at-most stages, 
need .at least twice the 
amount. Commercial dog 
foods may not meet either 
a cat’s protein require- 
ment or its need for 
taurine, an amino acid es- 
sential for normal vision. 
Cats fed diets deficient in 
taurine develop retinal at- 
rophy accompanied by 
blindness. 

Should a pet’s diet be all 
meat? Dr. McGinnis ans- 
wer is an emphatic “no,” 
and she suggests using’ 
meat only as a supplement 
to a complete-and ba- 
lanced diet. 

Can you feed them 
bones? is another fre- 
quently asked question. 
“Offering bones as a treat 
has both pros and cons,” 
she said. 

“They can help satisfy a 
natural urge to chew and 
are an excellent natural 
means to keep a dog’s or 
cat’s teeth clean. But, if 
you see your pet EATING 
a bone, take it away. Too 
much bone chewing leads 
to worn-down teeth (a 
problem primarily for 
dogs). Bones which are 
eaten can cause digestive 
upsets ranging from sim- 
ple stomach aches to se- 
vere constipation, intesti- 
nal blockage, or perfora- 
tion. Many pets have died 
following a gut obstruction 
or perforation caused by a 
bone. So why ask for trou- 
ble?” 

As for ‘'treats,’’ Dr. 
McGinnis points out, they 
can be dangerous to an 
animal’s health. Offerin 
them to the exclusion o 
other foods can quickly 
lead to an obese and slug- 
gish pet. “Treat’’ foods 
which do not provide ba- 
lanced nutrition should 
make up five percent or 
less of a pet’s total diet. 
Unspoiled table scraps are 
permitted if they don’t in- 


terfere with a pet’s ba- | 


lanced diet. 

Dr. McGinnis recom- 
mends the following diet- 
ary guidelines: 

DIET FOR CATS 

FEED DAILY: Com- 
plete and balanced com- 
mercial dry cat food. Pro-

vegetables, eggs, soups, 
cooked cereals, baby 
foods, brewer’s yeast, 
cae clams = fish. very 
may also eat other “people 
foods’ such as faite, oe 
cooked vegetables, sweets 
and condiments as treats if 
they do not cause digestive 
upsets, Just remember 
such foods do not contri- 
bute significantly to a cat’s 
nutrition. 

DIET FOR DOGS 

FEED DAILY: Com- 
plete and balanced com- 
mercial dry dog food. Pro- 
ducts, containing less than 
8 percent fat need fats 
added (corn or safflower 
oil). Feed once or twice a 
day to-allow free access. 

: and/or 

Complete and balanced 
canned food. Canned foods 
are best fed mixed with 
dry foods or fed only once 
or twice a week. Complete 
canned foods are nutriti- 
ous; however, their 
palatability may encour- 
age overeating and their 
composition seems to en- 
courage tartar formation 
on the teeth. Water should 
be available at all times. 

FEED OCCASION- 
ALLY: Eggs, milk, cheese, 
yogurt or other dairy pro- 
ducts, nutritionally incom- 
plete canned meats, 
cooked vegetables, cereals, 
cooked fish. These extras 
should not constitute more 
than 25 percent of the diet. 
Beef liver can be offered 
once a week. 

Dogs may also be of- 
fered brewer’s yeast and 
other ‘‘people foods’’ such 
as fruits, uncooked veget- 
ables, sweets and condi- 
ments. The last listed 
items may cause digestive 
upsets and do not contri- 
bute significantly to nutri- 
tion. If offered, they should 
constitute less than 5 per- 
cent of the diet.

Consumers show 
more confidence 


SAN FRANCISCO — 
Consumer confidence in 
California has increased 
significantly since the be- 
ginning of the year, ac- 
cording to a survey con- 
ducted for Bank of 
America. 

“Particularly interesting 
this time, is the upswing in 
optimism that inflation can 
be controlled. This indi- 
cator has been in a slump 
for almost a year,” said 
Fred Thiemann, head of 


marketing research for the 


bank. "Possible explana- 
tions for this new confi- 
dence include the end of 
the drought and antici- 
pated property tax relief.” 

Of 894 Californians 
queried in the survey, 53 

reent said they were bet- 
er off today than they 
were a’ year ago. Only 20 
percent said they were 
worse off. The index of 
ersonal financial well- 
cap (derived by subtract- 
ing the percentage of nega- 
tive responses from the 


percentage oi positive re- 
sponses and adding 100) 
increased nine points to 133 
in January over the 
November-December sur- 
vey. “This is the highest 
reading since the survey 
was started in 1975,”’ 
Thiemann said.

Invisible soot 
major polluter 


BERKELE — At- 
mopheric researchers at 
Lawrence’ Berkeley 
Laboratory today an- 
nounced that invisible soot 
in the aip is perhaps the 
major cause of air pollu- 
tion in cities. 

Their findings suggest 
that major reassessment 
of aging for combating 
air pollution may be 
necessary not only in 


~ California but throughout 


the world. 

Tihomir Novakov, who 
heads up the atmospheric 
aerosol research project at 
LBL, cites some of the dis- 
coveries made so far: 

@ Even though it is not 
so obvious as it was in the 
1940s and ’50s, a major 
part of the ambient par- 
ticulate carbon (soot) in 
both the San Francisco 
Bay Area and in the Los 
Angeles air basin is of 
“primary origin’’—that is, 
it comes directly from the 
same old sources such as 
motor vehicles (especially 
diesel fueled vehicles), in- 
dustrial, smokestacks and 
space and water heating 
vents in commercial and 
residential buildings. 

@ Soot particles, when 
they become wet at certain 
temperatures, are efficient 
catalysts for the oxidation 
of sulfur dioxide to sulfate, 
a major contributor to air 
pollution: 

@ Even during the 
winter, when photochemi- 
cal action is at low ebb be- 
cause of the shortness of 
daylight hours and. the low 
angle of the sun, severe air 

ollution episodes do occur 
in the San Francisco Bay 
Area and elsewhere. 
Analyses of this pollution 
show it is similar in com- 
position to the photochemi- 
cal pollution in Southern 
California. F 

“The invisibility of soot 
is, in a sense, a tribute to 
the pioneer smog fight- 


ers,’’ says Novakov. “They. 


brought about improve- 
ments in combustion 
technology and the use of 
better grade fuel which led 
to great reductions in visi- 
ble smoke emissions in 
California. 

“As a result, the em- 
phasis of air pollution con- 
trol slowly shifted away 
from primary particulate 
emissions and toward con- 
trolling gaseous emissions. 
This trend culminated in 
Southern California with 
the concept of Los 
Angeles-type photochemi- 
cal BOE elieved to con- 
tain neither smoke or fog.” 

The Southern California 
concept holds that the haze 
over the Los Angeles air 
basin on polluted days is 
due almost entirely to the 
photochemical conversion 
of certain invisible gases 
to light-scattering parti- 
cles. Qzone is one of the 
invisible gases believed to 
be essential to this pro- 
cess. Ozone is produced by 
photochemical reactions of 
gaseous hydrocarbons and 
nitrogen oxides. 

In line with this concept, 
strategies for combating 
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air pollution in recent 
years have stressed the 
control of gaseous emis- 
sions, especially those re- 
sponsible for the formation 
of ozone. LBL research, 
however, raises a question 
about that strategy. 

“The results of our re- 
search demonstrate that 
even in the virtual absence 
of ozone, there is still a se- 
vere air pollution problem, 
the abatement of which 
will’ require measures dif- 
ferent from those designed 
for oxidant control,” says 
Novakoy. ‘Los Angeles is 
distinct in that ozone 
reaches its highest values 
in that air basin. There- 
fore, measures adopted to 
control ozone are valid. 
Ozone is a health hazard 
and it is very important 
that it be regulated. 

‘However, the same 
situation does not seem to 
apply in other places 
where the ozone is not so 
a, oe 

ovakov said more ex- 
tensive studies of winter 
and summer air pollution 
are currently in progress. 

The research is sup- 
ported by the National Sci- 
ence Foundation-Research 
Applied to National Needs 
and the U.S. Department: 
of Energy. Lawrence Ber- 
keley Laboratory is oper- 
ated by the University of 
California under contract 
to the Department of 
Energy.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 

ALBANY AMENDING ORDINANCE 

NO. 61-011 (ZONING ORDINANCE) 

RELATING TO ADULT ENTER- 

TAINMENT ESTABLISHMENTS. 

WHEREAS, the Planning and Zon- 
ing Commission, by Resolution of 
intention No. PZ-78-1, did initiate 
proceedings to amend Ordinance 
No. 61-011 (City of Albany Zoning 
Ordinance) as the same relates to 
adult entertainment activity and es- 
tablishments; and 

WHEREAS, the Planning and Zon- 
ing Commission did hold a public 
hearing after due notice of the said 
Resolution of Intention, and did re- 
commend to the City Council that it 
adopt the proposed amendment; 
and 2 

WHEREAS, the City Council did, 
after due notice, hold a public hear- 
ing on the proposed amendment on 
March 20, 1978; 

NOW, THEREFORE, THE COUN- 
CIL OF THE CITY OF ALBANY DOES 
ORDAIN AS FOLLOWS: 


Section 1: That Ordinance No. 
61-011, Article 1, Section 5 thereof, 
be amended by adding the following 
sentence at the end of e-1: 

"Such activity includes the op- 
eration of a peep show device 
which is an aperture through 
which may be viewed images 
that are exhibited by means of 
the projection or internal elec- 
tronic reflection of motion pic- 
ture film or slides or both.” 


Section 2: That Ordinance No 
61-011, Article 2.6, Section, 2.2 
thereof, be amended to hereafter 
read as follows: 

“Adult Entertainment Estab- 

lishment. None shall be located 

closer than 150 feet to the 
boundary of any residential 
zone 

“Use permit required and shall 

regulate required parking, light- 

ing of parking area, and hours 
of operation. Use permit shall 
further be subject to other re- 
quirements as set forth in pre- 
ceding Section 2.1 and of the 

Albany City Code, Building 

Code and Fire Code, as applic- 

able.” 


Section 3; This Ordinance is de- 
clared to be an emergency or 
urgency ordinance of the City of Al- 
bany for preserving the public 
safety; health and welfare. The 
reason for the urgency connected 
with this Ordinance is to provide for 
a period of time to conduct further 
studies for the uses within the area 
here involved, 


Section 4: This Ordinance shall 
become effective immediately upon 
its passage by a 4/5 vote of the City 
Council pursuant to Section 7 of the 
City Charter of the City of Albany.

Sacramento Valley 
watersheds have 115 per- 
cent of the full season’s 
total snowpack water, and 
San Joaquin Valley water- 
sheds have 115 percent. 
Runoff expected on the 
major Central-Valley 
streams from rain and 
snowmelt ranges from 117 
ercent on the Cosumnes 
iver to 193 percent onthe 
Kern River.

I appreciate your taking 
time to discuss my prob- 
lems in a recent meeting 
of the Council. However, I 
believe that I did not make 
my position adequately 
clear to you. I am enclos 
ing a copy of my financial 
records since June of 1974. 
As you can see, I had ex- 
penses of about $425 or 
more and income of about 
$310 from my hobby over a 
period of nearly four 

ears. The cash value of 

and-crafted items that I 
gave away during that 
time amounted to $704, in- 
cluding $510’s worth to cer- 
tifiable charities. Also dur- 
ing that time, I generated 
an income for local mer- 
chants of $84 for the*con- 
signment sales of m'y 
hand-erafted items. 

After_reviewing these fi- 
gures, I hope that you will 
realize that rather than 
charging me a fee for a 
business license, you 
should indeed make every 
effort to obtain a property 
tax deduction for me as I 
am obviously operating a 
non-profit charity. As to 
the argument that I\am 
competing unfairly with 
local merchants, I believe 
that the figures themselves 
refute that charge. The 
business climate is indeed 
very poor in Albany if 
what I am doing ican pos- 
sibly be a threat to any 
merchant. 

I. still believe that the 
ordinances applying to 
home occupations should 
be reviewed .as they are 
either unenforceable or 
cannot be fairly enforced. I 
would be willing to be that 
80 to 90% of the home oc- 
cupations in Albany are to- 
tally unknown to the 
people at City Hall. M 
only. sin is to hold a Sel- 
ler’s Permit from the State 
which I have used to make 
direct ‘sales to the amount 
of $52 in nearly four years. 


Now, as to the matter of 
having my home in- 
spected: In 1974 a fellow 
came to the house sayin 


* that he was an inspector. 


invited him in, assuming 
that he would see that my 
doll-making did not consti- 
tute a business. He sat 
down, drank a cup of cof- 
fee, chatted a bit and went 
back to City Hall and sent 
me a bill which I paid. I 
saw no evidence that the 
man was conducting a 


health and safety inspec-- 


tion at that time nor did I 
receive a written report of 
his findings which should 
be a part of any proper in- 
spection. In 1975 I received 
a bill for $33 which I paid 
with a letter of protest. 
There was no suggestion of 
an inspection at that 
time. Not only do I resent 
the inspection as an inva- 
sion of my privacy, but I 
also feel that it is a terri- 
ble waste of money unless 
done properly by a qual- 
person. If the people 
in City Hall have nothing 
more important to do than 
look for dust on a little old 
doll-makers _sewin 

machine, then I believe 
there are too many people

SACRAMENTO. — The 
state’s Employment De- 
velopment Department re- 
ported today that payroll 
employment in California 
(i.e. wage and salary 
workers) totaled 8,799,000 
in- February, an increase 
of 22,600 since the 
report and an ove 
year increase of 3: 
Since the February 
report. 

The net iner 
22,600 workers since 
January was mostly the 
result of seasonal factors 
and was about normal fer 
this time of year. 

The construction indus- 
try added 4,600 workers> 
bringing the February 
total to 331,600. Durable 
goods manufacturing de 
clined by 4,100 workers to 


1,149,500. while the nondur- } 
able goods manufacturing | 


industry added 2,100 for a 
February, total of 576,200 

Retail trade employment 
declined by 14,900 (mainly 
because of seasonal layoffs 
following Christmas and 
January sales) to 1,473,400 
in February, while 
wholesale trade added 400 
workers and totaled 
514,400. 

These layoffs were offset 
by an increase of 14,300 
workers in the various 
service industries (hotels, 
motels, recreation, health, 
business and personal ser- 
vices) for a February total 
of 1,778,300 workers. 

Government employ- 
ment rose by 19,900 over 
the month to 1,788,000. 
Most of the increase was 
seasonal, with 16,000 added 
school employees. Gov- 
ernment employment in- 
cludes federal workers in 
California as wel! as 
employees of counties, 
citres and other local 
jurisdictions, and state 
employees. 

Agricultural employment 
increased slightly, from 


166,900 in January to} 


170,300 in February. 

The transportation and 
utilities industry registered 
a seasonal decline of 3,900 
employees . between 
January and February to 
471,800 while the finance, 
insurance and real estate 
group gained 800 for a total 
of 510,100. The mining in- 
dustry was unchanged, 
with 35,400 workers.
